While dogs and horses are given up 
to the cause of human pathology, 
pigeons, white rats, and babies seem to 
be the favorites of the experimental 
paychologists, judging from their con- 
ference yesterday at Northwestern uni- 
versity, where they reported on a great 
variety of experiments in the labora- 
tories of midwest univeristies. 
| Great care is taken with babies, but 
the albino rats have a hard time of 
it. One student told casually of in- 
serting a piece of metal in a rat’s brain 
and then heating it with high fre-: 


Tt was repofted from the University 
of Minnesota that qualitative starving 
of rats increases their efficiency in cer- 
tain leartiing processes. When they 
are hungry they find their way to food 
more quickly. What this means to 
the human race is not clear. 

Experiment with.monkeys show they 
can distinguish between four and five 
taps, when a matter of food is con- 
cerned. The monkeys are more alive 
in this matter than are pre-school chil- 
dren, the experimenter reported.

Back to Win

From the Whitney quarters diene 
came no comment. McAtee was silent. 
He went away into the country to re- 
gain his health. There were rumors - 
of a serious quarrel between McAtee 
and Whitney but no facts to base them . 
on, 
Finally McAtee came back to his' 
former turf haunts. He told for the 
first time why he had turned his back 
to a job with what many regarded as 
the leading racing stable in the world. 

“It wasn't anything that Mr. Whit- 
ney did that caused me to quit,” Mc- 
Atee said. ‘ But I was having trouble 
making the riding weight and it was 
about all I could do to make this weight 
and retain the strength I needed for 
my riding engagements. . 

But Mr. Whitney's trainers did not 
seem to realize this. I was asked to 
gailop horse after horse every morn- 
ing during the training hour. It took 
most of my strength away from me. I 
had no strength left to ride with during 
the afternoon. My riding became bad. 
We lost races which it seemed that we 
should have won. I was riding the

larged it to 18 holes to accommodate 
the demands of a growing number of 
parks golfers. Today at least 148 cities 
in 37 states maintain public golf

on the municipal courses. The first 
public links championship was held 
at Ottawa park in Toledo, O., in 1922 
by the U. 8S. G. A., and was won by 
Eddie Held. It has been held annu- 
ally since. In the five tournaments 
44 cities have been represented, three 
of them Canadian cities. Thirty 
cities have been represented in one 
championship. Last year Lester Bol- 
stad of Minneapolis won the cham- 
pionship from Carl F. Kauffman of 
Pittsburgh, the rumner up. The five 
champions have come from St. Louls, 
New York, Philadelphia, Buffalo and 
Minneapolis, certainly a wide enough 
geographical distribution to add its bit 
to the huge figures of public golf. 
The other tournament is an inter- 
city affair which began in 1923 when 
Warren G. Harding, then President, 
gave a trophy for competition between 
cities.

was that cf the army warehouse at 
Pershing road and Wood street in Chi- 


cago. The building was erected as a 


quartermaster’s depot for this corps 
area, but one entire floor was rented 
to the treas@ry department as a stor- 
age place for sei liquors during the 


intervals that extend from the time 
of confiscation until cases are disposed 
of in court. 

At the time of the robbery more than 
$3,000,000 worth of all kinds of rare 
and good liquors were stored in the 
warehouse. The place was supposed 


to be patrolled constantly by guards 
in the employ of the quartermaster’s 
department. One night in November, 
1924, thieves entered the place, first 
getting intc a room partitioned off 
from the liquor area by heavy fireproof 
tile and plaster. With sledges and fire 


axes the thieves tore holes in the walls 


sufficiently large to permit the passage 
of hand trucks. : 

‘The amount of the loot mever’ hea 
been made known, but hasbeen esti- 
mated as high as $800,000. 

Of course there was a feverish inves- 
tigation of the robbery, but no one 
ever Was arrested and the matter soon 
was officially forgotten. The ware- 
house still is used as a storage . place, 
but in the last year nothing worth 
stealing has been stored —_ with the 
exception of grain alcohol. 


| NO HONOR AMONG THIEVES | 


During all the robberies and illicit 
withdrawals the robbers and cheaters 
have had the added responsibility of 
making sure that they themselves 
weren’t robbed after they had suc- 
ceeded in getting the stuff out of con- 
finement. Hijackers have an uncanny 
way of learning about booze robberies 
and illicit withdrawals even before 
they are executed. And long ago they 
forgot there is supposed to be honor 
among thieves. 

One instance of the accurate in- 
formation obtained by hijackers was 
revealed in the interception by three 
well known bootleggers of a $30,000 
load of whisky moving under permit 
At 11 o’clock tn the morning at the 
intersection of Indiana-an1 20th street, 
a busy corner, the booze truck and the 
hijackers arrived simultaneously.

The most thoroughly painful and/|- 


a frequent foot complaint arises from 
the healthy nail being forced into the 
nail fold by pressure from tightly 
fitted shoes. Ingrowing nail is its fa- 
miliar cognomen. A nail, if treated 
civilly, is as harmless as a goldfish, 
but maltreated it can wreak a horrible 
vengeance. If a crowded shoe shoves 
the flesh into the nail, the flap of flesh 
becomes bright red and painful to 
touch. Allowed to go unheeded, the 
nail gradually imbeds itself in the 
lateral tissues. An irritation sets up 


or what used to be called proud flesh. 

- & nail is a protection and should 
extend a little beyond the flesh and 
be allowed freedom in that extension. 


‘In cutting toenails, remember that. 


The nail which has a tendency to 
grow in should have a packing of cot- 


ton wedgéd into the nail groove to} 


keep it separated from the flap of 
flesh. The person who suffers from 
this form of foot ailment will never 
recover peace of mind without taking 
the precaution to safeguard the foot 
by a careful selection of shoes. They 
must be broad in the toe and a 
thumb’s width between the tip-of the 
nail and the tip of the shoe shculd 
be permitted. The high heel is particu- 
larly disastrous in such cases, since 
it throws the fvot forward upon the 
shoe tip.

More Sidelights 
By Edward Burns. 

TYHERE’S no questioning the 
T fact that many persons actu- 
ally took the Volstead act 
seriously for several months after 
‘the law was placed on the statute 
books. Like all innovations meant 
to be revolutionary, the dry law 
offered many stern mysteries to 


those whom its measures affected. 


Brave men who had large quanti- 
ties of liquors on hand suddenly 
became panicky when they first 
had the opportunity to read the 
well chosen legal words which Mr. 
Volsted thought up out of his own 
head. 

. Three days after the prohibi- 
tion law had been imposed upon 
our liberty loving nation, it be- 
came apparent that the country 
was suffering from a new thirst, 
never suspected in the wet days of 
the preceding week. The old 
philosophy of the forbidden fruit 
bad taken hold with a vengeance. 
But the men who had the stuff to 


dijnk for a few hours didn’t know 


hew to proceed. 


= THE ANCIENT ALIBI a 


"Then some reminiscent whisky 
man recalled the ancient alibi that 
deceitful men for years have been 
presenting to their wives after 
Ipsing the weekly stipend in a 
poker game. If poker players 
cpuld fool suspicious helpmeets by 
saying they had been held up, why 
_ gpuldn’t a whisky man fool the 
government by reporting that 
sbme vile thief had robbed his 
warehouse? 
| From Jan. 16, 1920, to May 30, 
1920—four months and a half— 


there were in Chicago 170 major booze 
robberies. Some of these were bona 
fide thefts, but a tremendous majority 


were the flimsiest sort of subterfuges. 
This rate of self-looting enterprise has 
riot been maintained, but warehouse 
robberies in which those robbed did 
Not show great grief at the loss of 
treasure has continued periodically all. 
through the era. 


The last notable booze robbery in distributed among ‘the stockholders of 


Chicago was, unlike most of the pre- 
ceding ones, thwarted before all the 
desired contraband had been removed. 
A few weeks ago four distinguished 
bootleggers were caught in the act of 
pumping pre-war Bourbon from a 
warehouse through a line of hose to a 
building some yards away. There were 
500 barrels, worth about $2,000 each, 
in the warehouse when the boys start- 
ed pumping. They were interrupted 
before they had evolved a scheme of 
getting 10,000 cases, valued at $140 a 
case, out of the place, but they had 
succeeded in pumping more than 100 
barrels of the bulk goods. 


| SCHEME AN OLD ONE | 
In printing accounts of the thief 


technique—the use of hose and a 
pressure pump—newspapers comment- 


.ed on the ingenuity of these latest reb- 


bers. The scheme, however, was one 
of the first used as a means of cheat- 
ing Volstead. In fact, it was used 
downstate in 1919—one month before 
the prohibition era began—in a $70,000 

In Peoria in. November, 1922, the 
system was employed as'a part of a 
$500,000 robbery. <A former Chicago 
police court and divorce lawyer, who 


is reputed to have made from $5,000- 


600 to $15,000,000 out of whisky since 
the beginning of prohibition, relied 
upon his hose as a part of a plot to 
empty the warehouses which he bought 
from less eager and industrious men. 
The retired lawyer was not content 
to use manual pumps of the type gen- 
erally used in warehouse robberies. 
He had constructed a large portable 
power pump which could suck out the 
stuff with great speed at a minimum 
of effort. The contrivance was so suc- 
cessful that he shipped it all over the 
middle west before it penny: was seized 
in St. Louis. 

-Hidden, but permanent, pipe tines 
also have played a prominent part in 
bootleg maneuvering. This system 
has been particularly effective in 
iHicit alcohol removals from legalized 
distilleries and real beer removals 
from legalized near plants. 


= LIQUID DIVIDENDS 


‘During the first year of prohibition 
warehouse robberies enjoyed their 
most exclusive vogue. Later the series 
of robberies became interspersed with 
other methods, principally those hav- 
ing to do with fraudulent withdrawal 
papers or documents obtained through 
official irregularities or. extreme gen- 
erosity and leniency. 

One of the first striking cases in this 


category was a now famous declara-;/ 


tion of booze dividends by an old time 
liquor firm which desired to clean up 
its stores and get out of the business. 
The ingenious plan, as many will re- 
call, was to sell stock in the firm. 
Aftér the stock had been sold it was 
announced that the principal assets of 
the company .were liquid. The firm 
then announced its program of disso- 
lution. and stated the assets—rare old 
‘liquors which included whiskies, vin- 
tages, rum, and be

After more than three 
years of legai skirmishing the former 
alderman’s property finally was, de- 
stroyed by the government.. 


THE LANCASTER CASE 


Another notable case where govern- 
ment documents were manipulated, in- 
volved the withdrawal of $900,000 
worth of whisky from a government 
concentration depot in Chicago. Most 
of the whisky, which was in bottles, 
bcre*the brand “ Lancaster,” a stan- 
dard Bourbon for many years. After 
the plot had been discovered the best 
known. government investigators were 
sent on the trail of Lancaster. One 
tip led to a big south side furniture 
storage warehouse. A large sized, 
boarded off, section had been desig- 
nated as the hiding place of a con- 
siderable quantity of Lancaster. 
Search warrants were obtained for an 
inspection of the premises. Among 
the investigators was a man who has 
been in the revenue department for 
‘Many years. When the raiders entered 
the designated section of the ware- 
— he sniffed a highly trained 


“I’ve been a revenooer for more 
than 30 years and this old nose knows 
I smell Lancaster just ‘as sure as I'm 
a foot high. 


Thus encouraged, the raiders ripped 
through partitions and found nothing 
but vinegar. The next day, however, 
an operative of comparatively meager 
experience in government work went 
to the warehouse and found, in a far 
distant corner on another ficor of the 


big structure, a sizeable quantity of the 
sought Lancaster. 


ROB ARMY DEPOT ai 


One of the most startling. ries 
was that cf the army warehouse at 
Pershing road and Wood street in Chi- 
cago. The building was erected as a 
quartermaster’s depot for this corps 
area, but one entire floor was rented 
to the treasury department as a stor- 
age place for seized liquors during the 
intervals that extend fromthe timé 
of confiscation until cases are 
of in court. 

At the time of the robbery more thins 
$3,000,000 worth of all kinds of rare 
and good liquors were stored in the 
warehouse. The place was supposed 
to be patrolled constantly by guards 
in the employ of the quartermaster’s 
department. One night in November, 
1924, thieves entered the p first 
getting into a room partition off 
from the liquor area by heavy fireproof 
tile and plaster. With sledges and fire 
axes the thieves tore holes in the. walls 
sufficiently large to permit the passage 
of hand trucks. 

The amount of the loot never has 
been made known, t has been esti- 
mated as high as $800,000. ! 

Of course there was a tevertoks inves 
tigation of the robbery, but no one 
ever was arrested and the matter soon 
was Officially forgotten. The ‘ware- 
house still is used as a storage. place, 
but in the last year nothing worth 
stealing has been stored there with the 
exception of grain alcohol. 

Remarkable as it may seem, there 
still are many thousand gallons of 
good whisky in warehouses. If you 
happen to own some of it, and haven’t 
found a way to get it out, there still 
are quite a few young. men to whom 
you can go and say: “Here are the 
keys to my storerooms. Don’t you 
dare rob my warehouse at Rock and 
Rye streets.’’

The commonest foot ailments are 
corns, generally brought about by mis- 
fitting shoes and short stockings. And 
where one ‘of these is jeopardizing 
the peace of your household, to say 
nothing of the calm, unwrinkled face, 
the best thing to do is to hie your- 
self off to one legally qualified to prac- 
tice chiropody. The fe+ is nominal 
and the relief great. The implements 
used in a reputable establishment are 
theroughly sterilized, which precau- 
tion is not always taken in the home 
treatment. 

Soft corns between the toes result 
from moisture and macerated skin. 
This thickened skin should be removed 


and the space between the toes kept 


dry. Painting the soles and between 
the toes with a mixture of one-half 
ounce salicylic ‘acid and four ounces 
of alcohol is helpful. 

Calluses are a thickening of the 
skin due to friction and a pressure 
from footgear. If there is a bone 
displacement, the abnormal position 
of the part induces this pressure. The

The Result of Tight Shoes. ‘ 
The most thoroughly painful and 
a frequent foot complaintsarises from 
the healthy nail being forced into the 
nail fold by pressure from tightly 
fitted shoes. Ingrowing nail is its fa- 
miliar cognomen. -A nail, if treated 
civilly, is as harmiess as a goldfish, 
but maltreated it can wreak a horrible 
vengeance. If a crowded shoe shoves 
the flesh into the nail, the flap of flesh 
becomes bright red and painful to 
touch. Allowed to go unheeded, the 
nail gradually imbeds itself in the 
lateral tissues. An irritation sets up 
which produces excessive granulation 
or what used to be called proud flesh. 

A nail is a protection, and should 
extend a little beyond t flesh and 
be allowed freedom in that extension. 
In cutting toenails, remember that. 
The. nail which has a tendency to. 
grow in should have a packing of cot- 
ton wedgéd inté the nail groove to 
keep it separated from the flap of 
flesh. The person who stiffers from 
this form of foot ailment will never 
recover peace mind without taking 
the precaution to safeguard the foot 
by a carefu lection of shoes. They 
must be broad in the toe and a 
thumb’s width between the tip of the 
nail and the tip of the shoe shculd 
be permitted.

Peanut Sandwich Filling or Butter. 


Pound or chop home shelled roasted 
peanuts fine, mix them with cream, or 
melted butter, or even a fine oil, to the 
consistency of a good spread. 


Peanut Caramels and Sandwich Filling. 


Cook to soft ball [238] stage one cup 
of sugar, six tablespoons of milk, three 
or six tablespoons of peanut butter. 
Be sure the sugar is dissolved before 
the whole boils. Cool when taken from 
the fire, and then beat to the opera 
caramel stage, adding a few drops of 
vanilla, if you wish. With a sweet 
bread of the type of a coffee cake 
or bun this makes a delicious filling, 
or it may be set and cut into cara- 
mels. T recipe will make filling 
enough for from fifteén to twenty 
large sandwiches, best for a dessert, 
perhaps. But it is abit heavy, and 
should not be indulged in by some 
people. After a light meal it will be 
a good dessert for a child, who is 
likely to love it. Cut the bread thin, 
thinly butter, and then crush the 
caramels for it, if that form has been 
made.

This matter of superiority, indeed, presents cruel and 
ineradicable difficulties. If it is made to run with service to 
the human race the eugenist i6 soon mired, for many men 
held to be highly useful are obviously second rate, and leave 
third rate progeny behind them: for example, Gen. Grant. 
And if it is made to run with mere intellectual brilliance and 
originality the troubles that loom up are just as serious, for 
men of that rare quality are generally felt to be dangerous, 
and sometimes they undoubtedly are. The case of Friedrich 

Nietzsche is in point. I suppdése that no rational 
person today,-not even an uncured Liberty loan orator or 
dollar a year man, would argue seriously that Nietzsche was 
On the contrary, his extraordinary gifts are unani- 
And what of his eugenic fitness? ”. 

It is not easy to answer these. questions Nietzsche, in 
fact, preached a gospel that, to most human beings, is un-

tween this class and that one is mot very great, and of little 
genuine importance.

Thus when the relatively superior and distinguished class 
ceases to be fecund (a phenomenon now visible everywhere 
ir. the world) natural selection comes to the rescue by selecting 
out and promoting individuals from the classes below. These 
individuals are probably just as sound in blood as any one in 
the class they @nter. Their sound blood has been concealed, 
perhaps for generations, but it has been there all the time. If 
Abraham Lincoln's ancestry were known with any certainty 
it would probably be found to run back to manifestly able 
and distinguished men. There are many mere euch 
family trees in the folk. % 

The eugenists simply -overlook them. They are also 
| singularly blind to many familiar biological phenomena—tfor 
example, the appearance of mutations or sports. It is nct 
likely that.g commonplace family will produce a genius, but 
nevertheless it is by mo means impossible: the thing has 
probably happened more than once. They forget, too, the 
influence of environment in human society. Mere environ- 
ment, to be sure, cannot produce a genius, but it can certainly 
help him enormously after he is born. If a potential] Wagner 
were born to a Greek bootblack in Toledo, O.,.tomorrow, the 
chances of his coming to fruition and fame would be at least 
even.
